And hath thought fit by this His Pꝛoclamation toPubliſh, That the ſame ſhall be there open⸗ 
ed on the Fifteenth day ol Augult next, to the end that all perſons whom the ſame map concern, 
map take notice whither to repair upon all occaſions, concerning the bꝛinging in, 02 iſſuing 
out of His Majeſties Treaſure at the Receipt of His Exchequer. Willing and requiring all 
Sheritts, Bayliffs, Collectozs, and all other Officers, Accomptants, and perſons whatſo- 
ever, who are to pap in any Moneys intothe ſaid Receipt of His Majeſties Exchequer, oz 
otherwiſe to attend the ſame, to keep their days and times at Nonſuch afoꝛeſaid, and there to 
do, pay, and pertoꝛm in all things, as they ſhould, oz ought to have done at Weſtminſter, if the 
ſaid Receipt of Exchequer had continued there. And this to be done and obſerbed until His 
ajeſty ſhall publiſh and delare His further Pleaſure to the contrary.
